JJhitWctive Article Ion Gardening 

Telling wfiat, Wh® and How 
Much to P^uit' 1 

Some very timely advice regarding 
gardening is given by ^fOf. Geo. Har- 
I court, of University of Alberta in the 
I Dept, of Extension Bulletin issued on 
i Friday, April 13' 1928. He tells us 
what to plant, approximately when to 
plant each kind, and how much seed¬ 
ing is required per individual in the 
family. He advises generally that 
j onion seed, parsnip, radish, cress, let-

Pastures are essential ; for ecotjom- , 
jc pork production, e.^mcially “Tbr 
growing pigs and brood sows. Pan- 
tures provide, an abundance of eheftp, 
feed, and considerably, reduce the 
cost of pork production. The i 

of pastures, however, largely de¬ 
pends on soil and climatic conditions. 

At Indian Head, such pasture crops 
as rape', oats, barley, rye, millet, and 
various mixtures have been under 
test for a number of years. Variety 
of pastures is essential in order to i 
provide an abundance of succulent j 
feed throughout the season. Rape | 
has proved to be one of tlje best pas¬ 
tures, under test from the standpoint] 
of economical gains and the provision) 
of succulent feed throughout the late 
summer and fall months. Rape sown j 
in June will be ready in August or 
September and may be used to finish 
the early spring pigs or give the fall 
litters a fair start before the coljd 
weather sets in. A good stand of 
rape is capable of carrying from fif- 
jteen to twenty pigs per acre. The 
coarse grains, such as oats, barley, 
etc., when sown alone, or in combina¬ 
tion supply an abundance of green 
succulent pasture. To obtain the 
best results with these mixtures, the 
pigs should be turned on when the 
growth is from six to eight inches 
high. Fall rye has also given good 
results as hog pasture. Fall lye 
when sown in combination with oats 
[provides succulent pastures through-, 
j out the entire season. As the oat 
pasture becomes exhausted, the fall 
rye will gradually take its place and j 
provide green succulent feed all fall, j 
Fall rye sown late in August and 
early in September will supply green 
pastures for the early spring litters. 
Suitable pastures should he available I 
for the growing pigs, brood sows and ! 
stock boars.

SIMPLE FOREST FIRE RULES 

It is not difficult for anyone to lie 
larel'ul with lire in the woods. Here 
arc ,-onic simple rules which, if ob¬ 
served, will go far to reducing the 
appalling number of man-caused fires 
reported every year. 

1. Matches—-Be sure your match 
is out. Break it in two before you 
throw it away. 

2. Tobacco— Bo sure that pipe 
ashes, cigar and cigarette stubbs are 
out before throwing them away. Nev¬ 
er throw them into brush or leaves. 

Making Camp -Before building 
a camp fire, scrape away all inflam¬ 
mable material from a spot five feet 
in diameter. Build your camp file in 
the centre. Keep it small. ’ Never 
build your fire against trees or logs 
or near brush. A safe place is the 
gravel bed of a stream. 

1. Breaking Camp— Never break 
camp until your fire is out—dead out. 

5. How to Put Out a Camp Fire— 
Stir the coals while soaking them 
with water. Turn small sticks and 
drench both sides. Wet the ground 
around the fire. Use more water if 
you are in doubt.

ber Will Soon be Big Oil Producers 
is Predicted 

| Optimism was the keynote at the 
recent shareholders meeting of the 
McLeod Oil Co. Ltd., on Friday. The 
managing director Mr. Cloakey, stat¬ 
ed No. 4 well was down to a depth of 
2,017 feet and there was then a good 
showing of oil. No. 3 McLeod well, 
he predicted would duplicate Royal- 
1 ite No. 4 well and he looked for 500 

l 

more barrels from No. 2 and No. 3 
wells. In a report given of the wells 
it was stated that No. 1 well during 
I a 24 hour test on March 30 produced 
I 149.4 barrels of crude naptha. The 
second well was down to 4304 feet 
and had produced $39,695.35 worth of 
crude naptha and gas during 1927. 
No. 3 well was being deepened. 

Since August the company had sup 
plied gas to certain householders and 
oil companies in Turner Valley after 
the gasoline had been extracted, and 
had also granted an option to pur¬ 
chase gas at 5 cents per thousand cu¬ 
bic feet at the wells. An average 
price of $2.15 was paid during 1927 
for the 29,196 shares of capital stock 
sold that year, the total receipts of 
the company from this source being 
$62,836.10. The number of capital 
shares unissued is 23,853. 

“The amount received for crude 
naptha, oil, and gas produced, and 
sold for the months of January, Feb¬ 
ruary and March, 1928, was $31,736- 
.34. More than half of that amount, 
namely $18,854.30, was produced dur¬ 
ing March, 1928. It was also reported 
that the deferred liability of $4,500 
shown in the 1927 balance sheet 
which became due to W. S. Herron 
had been paid. All royalties to Mr. 
Herron had been paid. When pay¬ 
ment was received from the products 
of the wells for April the company 
would be in a position to pay all its 
current liabilities, including the wa¬ 
ges for that month," except in all 
about $4,000. This did not, of course, 
include the $20,000 contingent liabil¬ 
ity which might become due to W. S. 
Herron. 

COMBATTING WHEAT RUST 

The Department of Agriculture lias- 
issued a report showing how the Can¬ 
adian “Moth” plane is combatting 
wheat rust—how the Canadian Air 
Force, the Federal Department of Ag 
riculture and the pathological plant 
of the Manitoba Agricultural College 
at Winnipeg are uniting to fight the 
enemy. The report says: “The work 
consists mainly in the exposure of 
slides at different altitudes and at dif 
ferent locations. These aeroplane 
exposures attempt to collect from al¬ 
titudes of from 1,000 to 5,000 feet the 
date of the earliest appearance of 
rust spores, the region over which 
they first appear, the rate at which 
the spore content of the air increases 
over various regions, the visability of 
spores caught at these higher alti¬ 
tudes and the relation of certain en¬ 
vironmental and climatic factors to 
the rate of development and spread 
of rust. Tightly stoppered bottles are 
used, containing wooden paddles to 
which are attached microscopic slides 
lightly smeared with vaseline. These 
slides are exposed for 15 minutes at 
varying altitudes; the slides replaced 
in the bottles and then returned to 
the Government laboratory at Win¬ 
nipeg.”

Course of Speech Got Hot Under 
(he Collar About Serum 

“Why this bluff?” asked Hon. A. 
David, provincial secretary, in the 
course of a speech dealing with the 
rushing of anti-pneumonia serum 
from New York-to Quebec in the case 
of Floyd Bennett, the aviator who 
died at Quebec April 25th of pneu¬ 
monia. 

Premier L. A. Taschereau announc¬ 
ed there was plenty of anti-pneu¬ 
monia serum in the province. 

“As for Col. Lindbergh,” said Mr. 
David, “1 have the utmost respect 
and admiration. He reflets the brav 
ery of youth. 1 am his greatest ad¬ 
mirer. But, this bluff? And espec¬ 
ially this bluff perpetrated by means 
of an American, a world celebrity ? 

“1 wish to make it quite clear that 
I am not anti-American, but 1 can¬ 
not stomach this way of taking pro¬ 
fit-of a tragic situation under the 
mask of charity. Here we have ev¬ 
erything that is necessary and we do 
not need them to come from the Un¬ 
ited States to bring us serum. We 
can get along without American doc¬ 
tors, be they the most accomplished 
specialists of that great effuntry. 

“The serum—why, they did not ev¬ 
en try it. It was not the good one. 
We pass for a country of snows. I 
salute the heroes who flew from Ire¬ 
land, from Erin to Greenly Island. 
They have not been able to get away 
from that remote part of our prov¬ 
ince. ~ 

“That,” concluded the minister, “is 
bad enough without calling us a land 
of ignorants. We have the scientists; 
we have the sesums. True, we have 
not all the laboratories needed, but if 
We could could have that I hope we 
could be safeguarded from such a 
piece of stupidity as an airplane be¬ 
ing flown from New York with a Ser¬ 
um that we already possess in more 
than sufficient quantities.” 

Mr. Taschereau; “In Quebec we 
saw American aviators who ostensib¬ 
ly had come to save the life of a he¬ 
ro. But we had all that was wanted 
here. We have excellent doctors 
here. We have serum. We have oxy¬ 
gen, maybe even too much of the lat¬ 
ter. One of these aviators asked if 
there was a hospital in Quebec, and 
asked if there was a hotel in Quebec, 
where an aviator could find a room 
to stay in. 

“Gentlemen,” exclaimed the prime 
minister, “it seems to be time that 
we made our country known. We 
have physicians and surgeons here 
who have absorbed the best science of 
Europe.” 

PUBLICOWNERSHIP 

Yorath, Gas Company Chief, Says 

That Public Ownership is Bad 
for Canada 

Speaking to the Kinsmen Club at 
Calgary, C. J. Yorath of the Canadian 
Natural (jias Co. said there was no 
domain of 9,000,000 people on the 
whole earth so luckily situated amid 
such vast natural resources as the 
Canadian people. There were three 
major influences at work here and all 
were retarding development work. 

Antagonism and prejudice against 
capital was the first retarding influ¬ 
ence. Capital would come with ten 
times the quantity, if provincial legis 
lation did not interfere. He advocat¬ 
ed some form of rural credits being 
established—a long term low rate 
credit system. 

Debt and taxation was the second 
great retarding influence. Camada’s 
debt had increased from 540 mimons 
in 1913 to more than two billions to¬ 
day or over 400 per cent, while the 
population had increased only 23 per 
cent, during the same period. 

Public ownership was the third re¬ 
tarding influence working against the 
developement of Canada, Especially 
western Canada, where it cost 2.7 per 
cent, more to operate the municipal 
owned electric plants in the United 
States than the privately owned, 
while the privately owned formed a 
much greater per cent, of the total.

The car is taken to pieces, thoroughly j 
overhauled and put in complete run- 1 
ning order, but, what about the com- [ 
plete physical examination of the hu- i 
man machine! The intricate and ir- ;

Alas! it i 
is used and abused day in, day out, 
week in, week out, year in and year j 
out until the mechanism shows signs 
of giving up and then it is taken to 
the repair shop, in other words to j 
the physician who in many, many ca- j 
ses can do no more than patch. Why 
is' the cheapest make of ear given j 
more consideration than the ‘human j 
body? A car can be replaced, a body ! 
never. 

The value of a periodic physical ex¬ 
amination cannot be over-estimated. | 
Many diseases begin slowly or insid- \ 
iously and may not produce any dis- j 
abling symptoms until the condition [ 
is considerably advanced. T.IL, can- \ 
cer, Bright’s disease, diabetes, harden 
ing of the arteries, and certain forms 
of heart disease, are examples of dis¬ 
eases that may begin unnoticed. To 
the physician trained to note the 1 
slightest symptoms of disorder the be 
ginning of these diseases is at once 
apparent. A careful physical exam¬ 
ination made periodically would de¬ 
tect such diseases early and allow of 
the prompt institution of proper ; 
treatment. 

Objection to periodic physical ex- 
animations is sometimes made on the : 
ground that such examinations cause j 
much unnecessary worry, especially | 
if some disease is detected, but if a j 
diseased condition is present the per- j 
.son affected should know about it in 
■order that corrective steps may be j 
taken promptly. Ifa persoq.js in ex- | 
cellent health, he has nothing to' fear I 
from an examination, hut such an ex- j| 
amination should begin in early life, t 
during the pre-school age, and be con¬ 
tinued into old age. If this practice [ 
was begun then, there would be found ^ 
many defects which could he correct- j 
ed and thus the handicap of such j 
children avoided.

Xitro cultures for the inoculation 
of the various legume crops are again 
j being distributed this season from 
I the Verm ili on School of Agriculture, 
j Over 4,000 bottles of these cultures 
j were sent out last year to farmers in 
j various parts of the province. The 
j crops for which cultures have been 
prepared include mammoth red, crim- 
| son, white, sweet, alsike and Egyp-

nr beans. The cultures are prepared 
at a cost of 35 cents per- bottle and 
will be sent post paid. Farmers re¬ 
quiring treatment of this kind for 
their legume crops are advised^o or¬ 
der early to ensure delivery.
